The nation clearly 
is headed for one of its most serious indus­ 
trial b reakdowns since World War II if the

quickly. 


in the future. More and more, the lament 
is heard that the Landrum-Hiffin b ill passed 
b y Congress this year is not tough at all, 
that It is only a start. The National llight To 
Work Committee is noticeab ly stepping up 
its campaign to wipe out that cherished union 
device, the closed shop in which union m em ­ 
b ership is compulsory. 


With the steel work stoppage nearing the 
3-moivth point. layoffs In other industries will 
b e stepped up sharply. The longshoremen 
walkout, with no prospect for immediate set­ 
tlement. could paralyze e\en more of the 
economy. On top of all else is the threat 
of a railroad strike when present contracts 
expire at the end of Octob er. 


Instead of settling -lab or relations in the 
last Congress, it now appears that an even 
more titanic legislative b attle is shaping up 
b etween lab or and industry. This could well 
erupt next year in advance of the national 
elections. 
Stung b y its defeats in Congress this year, 
Big Lab or is shaping unprecedented efforts 
to recoup its losses. Expanded war chests 
and intensive educational campaigns within 
the unions already are showing up. 
Ai its 
recent convention, the AFL-CIO took historic 
steps toward ending internal rifts and clos­ 
ing ranks. 


Through it all. however, it is b ecoming 
increasingly clear that the b asic lab or prob ­ 
lem of today is not going to b e solved b y 
legislation. This is the accelerating trend to­ 
ward automation and the growing fears of 
working men that they will b e replaced b y 
machines. This is the 
reason 
that 
“ work 
rules” have b ecome more controversial than 
wages m contracts b eing negotiated. 
Ob viously, the answer does not lie with past 
devices of lab or to make work where it is 
not needed and to pay men for not working. 
Yet industry has not come ^ up with any al­ 
ternate proposals for keeping machine-re­ 
placed men employed or helping to fit them 
(o r other job s. 


.\t the same time, some Big Business ele­ 
ments, spurred b y successes this sear, are 
aiming for even more restrictive lab or laws 


This is not a prob lem that can he re­ 
solved in a legislative tug-of-war or during 
the heat of b itter contract negotiations. It will 
take the realistic and 
imaginative consid­ 
eration of the b est b rains of b oth lab or and 
industry. Finding ways to approach this m at­ 
ter in a reasonab le manner, and without dis­ 
rupting the nation’s economy, is the great­ 
est ob ligation facing b oth lab or and managc- 
men4 today. 


Stale Seiialors Back at W ork 


.\fter a sum m er b reathing spell the state 
senators are getting b ack to work in interim 
legislative committees. This 
interim work is 
b ecoming a very vital part of state govern­ 
ment. In earlier years the in-b etween .session 
was taken quite casually, with a few commit­ 
tee meetings and a written report. 


More and more the Legislature is assign­ 
ing topics for study to 
i:-. nterim committees. 
These m ay cover b ills that have run into snags 
on the floor of the I.c;;.islature, long-range 
planning for parks, institutions or almost any 
knotty state prob lem. The committees carry 
on studies, investigations and hearings and 
when w arranted present constructive legisla­ 
tion at the next session of the Legislature.

Hospital 
Saturation 
Point Near 


New Ho sp ita l Bed 
Fund s lAmited 


By Frank Kali 
Nebraska has reached the 
“ saturation point” in new con­ 
struction to add general hos­ 
pital beds with the aid of fed­ 
eral Hill-Burton funds. 
That’s the report from Dr. 
E. A. Rogers, state health di­ 
rector. 
This does not necessarily 
mean that Nebraska has suf­ 
ficient hospital beds or that 
they are distributed properly , 
Rogers commented. It means 
only that under Hill-Burton 
standards the max imum has 
been reached where federal 
participation is involved. 
That is 4.5 beds for each 
1,{XK) population. 
In the future, Rogers said, 
funds will go for moderniza­ 
tion or other special ty pes of 
facilities, assuming the fed-' 
eral ceiling remains the same. ’ 
Conversion of h o s p i t a 1 s 
from general use to special 
functions such as long-term 
care, would of course, cut 
the saturation point and per­ 
mit spending of federal money 
for general hospital beds. 
The federal aid 1« b r i n g 
hospital needs up to accept­ 
able standards began in the 
1948-47 fiscal y ear. 
Since then, Nebraska has 
received $ 13,598,421 in federal 
money for hospital aid for all 
categories — general hospi­ 
tals, diagnostic and t r e a t - 
ment facilities, rehabilitation 
and nursing units. 
Verne Pangborn, director of 
the hospital divisions, reports 
that 15 per cent of general 
hospital 
money went i n t o 
nursing education and schools. 
.Mthough Nebraska has re­ 
ceived the saturation point on 
overall gen-eral hospila’ beds, 
it IS nowhere near this in the 
other three categories, Pang- 
born stated. 
“ We 
are just g e t t i n g 
started in those a rea s,” he 
said. 
Pangborn thinks in the nex t 
10 y ears at least as much or 
more funds will be spent for 
special medical fa cilities as 
were for general hospitals in 
the past decad’c.
